Council leader pledges to maintain vital council services 
in the face of government spending cuts 


Interim measures designed 
to address the severe cuts 
imposed on Waltham Forest 
by the Government have 
been unveiled by the Council. 

Waltham Forest Council is 
putting in place spending plans 
to reduce its costs by up to 
£6.5 million in 2010/11. This 
will allow the Council to invest 
in priority services and meet 
spending cuts announced by 
the government. 

“We’re going to 
protect and invest 
in the services 
that matter most 
to residents while 
keeping Council 
Tax as low as 
possible, because 
we know many 
families are already 
struggling to make 
ends meet.” 

Almost £1.2 billion is being 
removed from the local 
government budget. Waltham 
Forest has saved a massive 
£29 million in the last three

years and had earmarked a 
further £30 million of savings 
before the government cuts 
were announced. 

Waltham Forest Council’s 
leader, Cllr Chris Robbins, 
said: “We’re going to protect 
and invest in the services 
that matter most to residents 
while keeping Council Tax as 
low as possible, because we 
know many families are already 


struggling to make ends meet.” 

Cllr Robbins has already 
shown his commitment to 
leading the way when it comes 
to saving money by reducing the 
number of cabinet posts by a 
fifth - saving £50,000. 

There will also be a line-by-line 
review of expenditure across the 
entire Council as officers and 
politicians work to present an 
emergency budget to Cabinet 


in July and a reduction in the 
number of senior directors 
from six to five.

In my opinion 



It used to be the case that 
when people felt ill, they’d 
go to see their GP (General 
Practitioner) or, if they 
were injured or seriously 
ill, go to the Accident 
and Emergency (A&E) 
department of their local 
hospital. These days many 
people call NHS Direct on 0845 4647 or go online 
to the NHS Choices website at www.nhs.uk for 
help and advice in the first instance. 

But it can be confusing for some. In Waltham Forest 
we’ve got an Emergency and Urgent Care Centre at 
Whipps Cross Hospital, an A&E department, a polyclinic 
in Leyton, 47 GP practices, and health centres offering 
some community services dotted across the borough. 
We have a diverse local population with different needs, 
different expectations and different understandings of 
what is available locally when they need medical help. 
You should not attend A&E unless you have a serious

accident or illness, and for most people this should be a 
rare occurrence, otherwise you may be referred back to 
your GP if this is considered more appropriate. After any 
treatment you may be asked to make an appointment 
at your GP surgery. 

Your local pharmacist offers much more these days 
than simple prescriptions. More medicines are becoming 
available without prescription and if you are eligible you 
may be able to get treatment free of charge as part of 
the ‘Pharmacy First’ minor ailments service. This means 
you do not have to wait for a GP appointment, and 
as our pharmacies are often open late at night and at 
weekends, you can get help when you need it. 

Of course, if you are faced with a life-threatening 
emergency such as a heart attack, stroke, loss of 
consciousness or heavy blood loss, you should dial 
999 and ask for help straight away. 

If you are new to the area, or are not registered with a 
GP, visit www.walthamforest.nhs.uk or phone the patient 
advice line on 020 8539 3939 for help with finding one. 
To register with a GP you’ll need your medical card, 
identification and address, and evidence that you are 
eligible for NHS treatment. All Waltham Forest GPs offer 
long opening hours, and local pharmacists will give 
you advice on minor illnesses and medicines.

• Internationally renowned play depicts the reaction to a gay student’s murder 


Waltham Forest pupils 
have produced their own 
version of a hard-hitting 
play about a homophobic 
murder and performed it 
to a packed audience in a 
central London theatre. 


The project was put 
together and performed by 
pupils from Leytonstone 
School, Willowfield School, 
Walthamstow School for Girls 
and Norlington School for Boys. 

The play depicts the 


reaction of the Laramie 
community to the murder of 
Matthew Shepard, a young 
gay student at the University 
of Wyoming in October 1998, 
through a series of interviews.

I was elected as

For the past two months 
12 young people from 
Leyton have been hard 
at work learning how to 
make their own films, from 
the initial planning stages 
right through to editing the 
finished article.

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Scheme to tackle 
burglary launched 

• Pilot scheme launched to protect homes and property 

• Police officers will “post” crime prevention advice leaflets through open 
windows to alert homeowners of burglary risk 


A scheme designed to 
reduce burglary in the 
north of the borough is 
being launched today, 
Monday 21 June. 


Most burglaries are 
opportunistic crimes, with 
open windows by far a 
burglar’s favourite route 
into an empty property. 


To warn residents of the 
dangers of leaving their 
windows open, officers 
from the Endlebury Safer 
Neighbourhood Team will 
be posting crime prevention 
leaflets through open 
windows they spot in 
residential properties. 

According to Metropolitan 
Police figures, there 
were 2320 burglaries in 
Waltham Forest between 
March 2009 and 2010, 
compared with 2172 
between March 2008 
and 2009. 

The scheme will initially 
target properties in Endlebury 
ward. If it is successful it 
will be rolled out across 
the borough. 

Waltham Forest Council’s 
Cabinet Member for 
Community Safety and 


Cohesion, Cllr Liaquat Ali 
said: “This is a great way 
of raising awareness of the 
importance of closing your 
windows whenever you 
are out of the house. 

“Burglary is a crime which 
has an enormous effect on 
its victims and we are 
doing everything we can 
to minimise the number of 
people who are affected.”

• Fit deadlocks to all outside doors and keep the key safe. 

• Fit key-operated locks to all windows. 

• Don’t hide spare keys outside, or in the garage or shed. 

• Leave lights and the radio on a timer for the evening so it looks 
like someone is in. 

• Make sure thieves can’t get into the garden by fitting a good 
fence, padlocking any side gate and ensuring the shed is locked. 

• Make sure the TV, DVD player and other valuables can’t be seen 
from the window. 

• If it’s dark outside close the curtains and leave a light on. 

• Lock your valuables away somewhere safe. 

• Don’t leave car keys near a door or window. 

• Use security markers to mark expensive or important items 
with your postcode and door number.

Clampdown on 
anti-social dog owners 

Ten dog owners have been issued with control orders by the 
Council as part of a drive to tackle dog related anti-social 
behaviour. Nine people were issued with the orders - which 
result in an £80 fine- for walking dogs off leads in banned 
locations and a tenth received an order for failing to clean up 
after his animal after it had fouled. Dogs can be walked on leads 
in the vast majority of the borough’s parks and open spaces, and 
are allowed off the lead at Chestnut Fields, Highams Park (the 
park itself), Larkshall Fields and Higham Hill Recreation Ground.
